When Queene E1:Jabeth came to the Crowe, 
few or none did ſtudy Diviniry in the Univerfiries, 
thereforeTradeſmen(ſuch as were of hoheſt life and 
converſation) were made Mitiiſters to rea Service, 
and in ſtead of Preaching, to read Homilies, till the 
Lord Jeſus ( in his good time y did thruſt forth L» 
bourers into his haryeſt, out of rhe Univerſities, 
whodid difcoverthe Popiſhettonrs wherewirh the 
Service Booke was peftered, andthe rmlawfulneſſe 
of the Romiſh Ceremonies. Thentht Lord Biſhops 
(who till then were quier) did beſtirre themſelves 
to'diſturbe the peace of the Church, and to bring 
in acurſed djvifion,; agcording to the words of our 
Saviour Chriſt, Lute 12.5 1. Thinkt you thit Jeame 
80 give peace on'tanth 7 Tell you, pay, bs rather drvi- 
ſtew ; which curfed divifiqq' hath continued ever 
fincez, and in'every Paiament ct thir rime till

now, when humble Petitions were made for Refor- 
mation, the Lord Biſhops onely, and ſuch as were 
ſeduced by them, and made to beleeve that the Ce- 
remonies nere lawfull, and that there was nothing 
inthe Service Booke contrary to Gods Word, did 
bend all cheir forces againſt Reformation. 

In the latter end of Queene Elizaberhs Reignc, 
when ſhee began to be ſickly, and not like to live 
long, then DoQtor Banereft Lord Biſhop of Londen, 
knowing that King Fames was to ſucceed her, and 
fearing that his Majeſty would refurme yy 4- 
miſſe in the publick worſhip and fervice of God,and 
in the government of rhe Church , did Liceaſc a 
Booke written by a Jeſuire that he kept in his houſe, 
wherein it was written, that it was inthe Popes power, 
« «gift appropriate to Saint Peters chaire, to depoſe 
the Kings of England, and to give emtheritic t0 
people to elef#, chooſe, and ſet up anatber. 

As then, ſo now, it is thought, that the Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterbury fearing this Parhamenr, hath de- 
viſed an oath, to ſtirre up ſomany ag be can; to ret 
the Reformation, that many doe pray for, and hope 
to ſee, to the glory of God.

ment, was.ſhewed on the Pariſh Church of W:th- 
combe, in Devonſbire, being a very faire Church, 
newly rrimmed, having a very faire Tower, with 
Ereat and ſmall Pinnacles, one of the famouſeſt 
Towers in the Weſt part of England, 

On the 21. of 0Xober 1638. in ſcrvice time, was 
heard a fearefull Thunder, much like the noiſe or 
report of great Cannons, and a moſt ſtrange and 
tcarefull darkneſſe, and a ſtrong loathſome {mcll of 
brimſtone ; and a fearcfull blaſt, char Rtrucke in at 
the North fide of the Tower ; and tcaring through 
a ſtrong ſtone wall, came into the Church, through 
the higheſt Window, and tooke with ic a great part 
thereof; and with a mighty power ſtrucke againſt 
the North-fide wall of the Church, and did batrer 
and ſhake ir-very much z and went towards the Pul- 
pir, and in the way tooke with itthe Lime and Sand 
from the wall, and grated the wall, and defaced ir, 
being newly whired ; and rore away the fide Deske 
of the Pulpir ; and coloured the Pulpit blacke, and 
left ir moyſt, as if it had beene newly wiped over 
with Inke. 

There was alſo a moſt fearefull Lightning,which 
did affright the people, and ſcalded them fo, as the 
moſt parrof them fell downe, ſome on their knees, 
ſome on'their faces, and ſome one upon another 
crying. |
